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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  IvL?JlKET 


Prices  paid  for' American  apples  on' the  Liverpool  auction  V/ednesday, 
December  5,  were  on  about  the  same  levels '  as  last  v/eek,  according  to  a  cable 
from  Ered  A.  Mots,  Fruit  Specialist  in  &Aro?e  for  the  Fbreign  Service  of 
the  Department  of  -  Agriculture .    All  barreled  and  boxed' apples  were  in  liglit 
to  very  lij^ht  supply  v/ith  the  exception  of  bored  i^ewtowns",  supT^lies  of 
which  were  moderate.     Inquiry  was  eood  for'Yorks,  slow  for  Stajmans  and 
moderate  for  the  balance  of  the  barreled  offerings.    Of  the  bo::ed  apples 
ITcwtowns  and  Jonathans  met  with  a  moderate  and  Spitzenbergs  and  \Yinesaps  a 
slow  demand.    With  the  exception  of  Washington  Jonathans  the  fruit  was  in 
good  condition.    Jonathans  were  in  only  fair  condition. 

Pear  prices  declined  a  little  from  last  week  owing  to  the  heavy  sup- 
plies in  the  market.     Tne  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    Supplies  at 
London  were  also  heavy  and  prices  declined  somev/hat  but  were  above  those 
paid  at  Liverpool  for  boxed  stock. 

Apple  prices  at  London  showed  little  change  from  those  ruling  last 
week  and  compare  favorably  with  prices  paid  at  Liverpool  this  week.  Bar- 
reled stock  was  in  light  supply.  Oregon  and  Grdifornia  Newtown  supplies 
were  neavy.  Demand  was  good  for  Virginia 'Yorks  and  iVinesaps  and  for  New 
York  Rhode  Island  Greenings  but  moderate  for  the  balance  of  the  barreled 
sorts.  Inquiry  was  slow  for  boxed  Newtowns .  The  condition  of  the  fruit 
was  good. 

Canadian  apple  shipments  to  the  Continent  of  Europe  up  to  the  present 
time  exceed  Cie  tote.l  season's  shipments  for  either  of  the  past  two  years, 
states  Ivlr.  Motz.     Shipments  of  Canadian  and  American  apples  to  the  Continent 
continue  to  be  heav>- .  but  the  market  is  ixolding  firm  especially  for  the 
better  grades.    Buyers  are,  however,  becoming  more  critical  of  inferior 
stocks.    First  shipments  of  South  ifrica.1  apricots  arrived  in  the  United 
Kmgdom^tnis  we.k..    Supplies  afloat  for  the  United  Kingdom  are  small.  Fair 
quantities  of  Spanish  oranges  are  now  arriving  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
color  is  still  pale  but  the  quality  is  good.    Owing  to  the  shorter  crops 
tnis  season  prices  are  expected  to  be  good.     The  Swedish  apple  crop  is 
about  cleaned  up  reports  Mr.  Motz.    Trie  prospective  demand  for  apples  in 
tne  Scandinavian  countries  appears  to  be  good.     The  Russian  apple  crop  is 
reported  as  very  light  this  season  and  consequently  competition  should  be 
light  for  the  balance  of  the  season.    Present  conditions  in  Europe  indicate 
good  prospects  for  American  apples  after  January  1,  according  to  Mr.  Motz.
